harping on the same subject can be boring. 

But these risks have to be taken to re- 
emphasise the peculiar self-made predicament of 
our national team. 

As we reported last week, some six candidates 
for the Socceroo team may not be eligible to play 
against New Zealand next month: Muir, Prskalo, 
Henderson, Yzendoorn, Boden and now Niven are 
not naturalised. 

Henderson and Prskalo are likely to get their 
papers in the next two or three weeks, Niven is 
eligible but has left his application a trifle too late 
while the other three are likely to miss out. 

Js that sucha calamity? 

Are they really in the Maradona-Beckenbauer 
class that their absence would cut our World Cup 
hopes by half? 


Let's take an impersonal and dispassionate 
look at the six — and their possible replacements. 

All of the suggested players are born here or at 
least bred in Australia. 

A 4 the back, we have Jim Muir and Ivo Prskalo in 
doubt. 

OK now. Gutendorf can, if he wants to, consider 
David Jones, Col Bennett, Arno Bertogna, Steve 
Blair or perhaps Vic Bozanic. 

Bennett is the oldest of them — but even so 
younger than either Muir or Prskalo and has World 
Cup experience behind him. 

Bertogna, Blair and Jones have been tried by 
Gutendorf at various times while Bozanic is cer- 
tainly worth having a very good look. 

In the middle, the problem is with Tony Hender- 
son and John Yzendoorn. 

Not only are they not naturalised but both are 
planning to leave the country, if not this year then 
Me Yzendoorn to England, Henderson to the 

So, in the long term, neither is likely to become 
an old Socceroo, 

Gutendort could pick and choose from Joe 
Senkalski, Agenor Muniz, Peter Stone, Peter 
Katholos, Malcolm McClelland, Gary Marocchi 
and George Christopoulos. 

Marocchi, in 1977-1978, was often described as 
a future Australian captain and a tremendous 
talent while, in the same years, Peter Stone was 
the midfield dynamo of the team, 

Muniz, Katholos, Senkalski, McClelland and 
Christopoulos are well known to Gutendor!. 

Ken Boden is in doubt up front and, gifted as he 
may be, he could be replaced by Seb Giampaolo, 
John Kosmina, Duncan Cummings or Walter 
Valeri. 

Kosmina was the star striker of the Socceroos 
in 1977 — and he’s still only about 24. 

Gutendorf is known to have some strong views 
against Giampaolo’s selection but there is no 
denying that this youngster is oozing with talent. 

So, if he wants to, Gutendorf can assemble a 
Socceroo squad built entirely on local players — 
without weakening the standard. 

Add to the above list Maher, Woodhouse, Perry, 
Barnes, Davidson, Selemidis, Krncevic, Jankovics, 
Cole and Sharne and you have an all-Australian 
squad. 


This is how it should be — and should have 
been for the past two years. 

Instead, Rudi Gutendorf has been testing 
players for two years or so who were not and still 
are not naturalised. 

What neither Rudi nor the ASF seem to under- 
stand is that no Australian public will ever get fully 
behind the Socceroos unless they feel that it’s 
their own team, 

And this can never be achieved with players 
who are merely visiting Australia even if, in the 
last minute, they consent to get naturalised for 
the sake of playing for the Socceroos. 

Let all this be a good lesson for the ASF — and 
for the next national coach. 

Players not naturalised should never be con- 
sidered even for friendly matches in the hope that 
they may be eligible by the time the next World 
Cup comes along. 

Let them sit out their full term of three years 
before they can be selected and let us, in the 
meantime, build all future national teams on 
Australian nationals. 

This, by the way, was firmly resolved some six 
months ago by the World Cup subcommittee 
when, in the process of “Australianisation," Bar- 
nes replaced Henderson as the team captain. 

Sir Arthur George, who has been pushing hard 
for some time to give the game an “‘Australian 
image," was the chief spokesman for the 
resolution to keep the Socceroos for Australian 
citizens. 

And then — it hasn't been carried out. 

Why? It’s certainly expedient to overlook prin- 
ciples before a World Cup campaign; the national 
coach, understandibly, wants to have as biga 
choice of players as possible. 

It’s not his job to pay attention to such niceties; 
he is himself in transit in Australia and probably 
insensitive to the delicate issues involved. 

It's up to the ASF executive to lay down the law 
—and then observe it.
